ABC Agents 
Destroy Stills 


During the Month of Oct- 
ober, the Agents of the En- 
forcement Division of the 
Alabama Alcoholic Bever- 
age Control Board, of Montg- 
omery, Alabama seized and 
destroyed 372 Moonshine 
Whiskey Stills throughout the 
State. These 372 Moonshine 
Stills had the capacity and 
were capable of producing 
65,680 gallons of moonshine 
whiskey if allowed to oper- 
ate for a period of one month. 
This amount of whiskey 
would bring a total of $262,- 
720.00 placed on the market 
at prevailing prices through- 


out the State. The stills, 
mash, whiskey, distilling 
apparatus, raw materials, 


containers and other articles 
were destroyed when and 
where found by the use of 
explosives and had a con- 
servative estimated value of 
$60,225.25 at the time of 
seizure and destruction, 

A close watch and check 
was continued during the 
month of October, through- 
out the State on the problem 
of non-state-stamped Alco- 
holic Beverages being 
brought into Alabama from 
adjoining States pertaining 
to Federal Tax Paid Alco- 
holic Beverages which do 
not bear the Alabama identi- 
fication stamps. During the 
month of October, this re- 
sulted in the arrest of 5 per- 
sons, and the seizure of 
457 bottles of non-state- 
stamped beer on this parti- 
cular violation. 

49 vehicles were seized 
throughout the State during 
the month of October, which 
were being used in the tran- 
sportation of moonshine 
whiskey and other violations 
of the liquor laws. These

The American Cancer Socie 
ty, which is now investing 
more ‘than $2,000,000 tn a 
broad program of leukemia-re 
lated research, has announced 
an award of $32,595 to South- 
ern Research Institute, Birm- 
ingham for leukemia study. 

Under the direction of De 
Howard E. Skipper of SRI, stu- 
dies will be conducted on “the

ALABAMA WEEK 
In bringing his work to a 
close at his Richmond office, 


President Davis might well | 
have been proud of Alabama | 
during the week. Five Ala- | 
bama items made a good share | 


of the news, including: 
On November 4, the Ala- 
bama legislature authorized 


the building of a railroad from | 
Rome, Georgia, to the coal | 
fields at Blue Mountain, Ala- | 


bama. The railway was a ne- 
cessity — but none at the time 
could foresee that the money 
appropriated would be inade- 
quate to build the line, and 
that railroad iron could not be 
secured. It was not completed, 
due to these shortages, by the 
end of the war. 

In Jefferson county on No- 
vember 5, the Red Mountain 
Tron and Coal Company was 
born and the Confederate gov- 
ernment made the company a 
loan. At long last the Oxmoor 
furnace would now be built 
at Gracie’s Gap and the Con- 
federate government’s loan to 
the company would be repaid 
in the much needed pig iron. 

Another item in Alabama 
news this week, was a plea 
for the protection of the Gulf 
Coast. Thirty counties in Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Florida 
(where the states join) request- 
ed the organization of a mili- 
tary department through their 
governors. According to Ala- 
bama’s Governor John Gill 
Shorter, the three governors 
offered to raise six months vo- 
lunteer recruits for the de- 
partment, but wanted the Con- 
federate government to create 
the department and name its 
commander. 

Alabama women continued 
to send boxes to Alabama Hos- 
pitals in Richmond. Among the 
boxes this week were some 
from the Alabama Ladies’ Aid 
Society at Center Ridge, Ala- 
bama. 

Perhaps the most important 
news of all during the week 
was the report from Governor 
Shorter, showing a total in- 
crease in Alabama troops from 
27,000 to 60,000 within the 
year.

For School Children 


“If we make full use of the 
scientific tools we now have 
in hand, we can stamp out tu- 
berculosis completely,” says) 
Doctor C, D. McLeod, of the | 
Coffee County Department of | 
Health. The tuberculosis death 
rate is at a record low, but it} 
is still one of the nation’s | 
greatest killers among conta- 
gious diseases, Dr. McLeod ur- | 
ges wider use of the TB skin} 
test, particularly among child-| 
ren, Nine states now have TB | 
testing programs for their! 
school children, The skin test 
for TB is simple, quick and 
practically painless. It is also 
inexpensive and reliable. 

A positive test does not ne- 
cessarily mean that the person 
has active TB, because people 
usually react positively even 
when the TB igs inactive or 
healed. But it does signal the 
need for further examination 
to make sure all is well. A 
necative test is a good indi- 
cation that there igs no TB. 
Most important, the test can 
detect the disease early, some- 
times when least expected. For 
example, in the state of Ohio 
in 1960 about 22 per cent of 
the people who died from TB 
never knew they had it. The 
simple skin test and early 
treatment might have prevent- 
ed many of these~tleaths and 
stopped spread of the disease 
to others.

But 
it is still an ominous threat, 
especially to children and 
young people. In babies who 
become infected from parents 
with unsuspected TB, medical 
experience indicates that early 
treatment can prevent TB me- 
ningitis, the brain infection 
that was formerly almost 100 
per cent fatal. 

Treatment for tuberculosis 
in most cases today is not the 
laborious, confining, expensive 
process it used to be. Especial- 
ly when detected early, the dis- 
ease can be treated with mod- 
ern drugs that are relatively 
inexpensive and easy to take. 
For those with the more se- 
vere forms of the disease who 
require admittance to hospi- 
tals, ample facilities are avail- 
able, If detected early with the 
TB skin test it may not be 
necessary to go to the hospital 
at all.
